For  extending  the  time  for  locating  Virginia 
Military  Land  Warrants  and  for  returning 
the  surveys  thereon  to  the  General  land 
Office. 

Be  it  etiacted  by  the  Senate  and  Home  of  Re, 
presentatives  of  the  United  States  of JImerUa  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  officers  and  sol- 
diers o the  Virginia  line,  on  the  continental 
establishment,  their  heirs  or  assigns, entitled 
to  bounty  lands  within  the  tract  reserved  by 
Virginia,  between  the  Little  Miami  and  Scio- 
ta  rivers,  for  satisfy  ing  the  legal  bounties  to 
the  officers  and  soldiers  upon  the  continental 
establishment  shall  be  allowed  a further  term 
of  three  years,  from  and  after  tf.e  passage  of 
this  act,  to  obtain  warrants  and  complete  their 
locations,  and  a further  term  of  five  years  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  aforesaid, 
to  return  their  surveys  and  warrants,  or  cerli 
fied  copies  of  warrants  to  the  general  land  of- 
fice, any  thing  in  any  former  act  to  the  contra- 
ry notwithstanding  -.—Provided,  That  no  loca 
tions,  as  aforesaid,  within  the  above  mention- 
ed tract,  shall  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  be 
made  on  tracts  of  land  for  which  patents  bad 
previously  been  issued,  or  which  had  been  pre- 
viously surveyed  ; and  any  patent  which  may, 
nevertheless,  be  obtained  for  land  located  con- 
trary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
considered  as  null  and  void.

Volunteers. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re 
preseniatives  of  the  United  States  of  .Imerica  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  De  and  he  is  hereby  authorised 
ai'd  required  to  receive  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  any  corps  of  troops  which  may 
have  been  or  may  be  raised,  organized  and 
officered  under  the  authority  of  any  of  the 
states,  whose  term  of  service  shall  not  be  less 
than  twelve  months,  which  corps,  when  re- 
ceived into  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of 
war,  and  employed  in  the  stale  raising  the 
same,  or  in  an  adjoining  state,  and  not  else- 
where, except  with  the  assent  of  the  Executive 
of  the  state  so  raising  the  same  : Provided, 
riiat  said  corps  shall  not  contain  in  the  whole, 
exclusive  of  officer?,  more  than  forty  thousand 
men  ; and  that  the  number  to  be  received  in 
any  st.ate  shall  not  exceed  the  number  hereby 
apportioned  to  such  slate;  that  is  to  say,  in 
New*  Hampsliire,  one  thousand  three  hundred 
and  eighteen.  In  Massachusetts,  four  Ihous.

ed) to  the  same  benefits  and  allowances  as  tlie 
regular  troops  of  the  United  States 
Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
President  of  the  t'niled  States  be,  and  he  is 
hereby  authorised  to  receive  into  tlie  service  of 
the  United  States,  soy  volunteers  who  may  of- 
fer their  services,  to  be  organized  in  conformi- 
ty to  the  laws  respecting  the  military  estab- 
lishment of  the  United  States  : Provided,  That 
the  whole  number  of  such  volunteer.s,  who  may 
be  in  service  at  any  one  time,  exclusive  of  offi 
cers,  shall  not  exceed  forty  thousaod  men.

And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
said  Volunteers  may  at  their  option  be  armed 
and  equipped  by  the  United  States,  or  at  their 
own  expense  ; and  in  case  they  arm  and  equip 
themselves  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  they  shall  be  en.itled  to 
receive  six  and  one  quarter  cents  per  day, 
while  in  actual  service,  for  the  risk  and  use  of 
such  arms  and  equipments  : Provided  , That

Extract  from  a private  Journal, 

From  Pittsburg  to  the  town  of  Erie  is  130 
miles,  through  a country  thinly  settled  in- 
terspersed  at  considerable  distaiiceswith  small 
I^'k  T*  most  striking  is  ihe  late 

I abaniloned  village  of  Harmony,  belonging  to  a 
religious  society  by  that  name,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Mr.  Rapp.  It  is  situated  in  a bcauli- 
ful  valley.  25  miles  north  of  Pittsburg  on  a 
small  creek  that  empties  in  the  Allegany  river 
and  continues  about  100  houses,  principally 
log  cottages,  laid  out  in  streets  at  right  angles 
It  contained  about  800  inhabitants,  governed 
by  the  will  of  their  chief  with  the  most  dispot- 
i ic  influence.  About  five  years  since  finding 
; tlu  increase  of  population  ws.s  likely  to  nver- 
flow  the  limits  of  the  valley  he  iaterdicted  the 
.communication  of  ihe  sexe*,  and  during  that 
i periotl  not  a child  was  horn  in  the  valley— 
Two  instances  only  occurred  of  an  inf  raction 
of  the  law.  The  society  have  now  removed 
to  the  Wabash,  where,  having  a large  tract  of 

land,  Oie  embargo  has  been  removed. The 

society  occupied  this  valley  eight  years Du. 

ring  that  time  tliey  had  cleared  Uie  greater 
part  of  the  land,  brought  it  to  the  highest 
I state  of  cultivation,  and  accuniulated  im- 
■ meiise  wealth,  which  they  have  carried  with 
I them  to  a new  country.

Kpom  Harmony  to  Mnailville  is  64 
miles,  situate  1 j.i  French  Creek,  a liaiitlsome 
village  of  *'.'»>  It  150  lioiisi  s.  It  has  a bank 
and  several  «tores  a'hich  sti])plv  the  surroun- 
ding aettle  nent  with  d"y  goods  and  groceries. 
The  landt  on  Fn-neli  (Ireek  are  extremely  rich 
and  well  situated  f'r  cultivation,  productive 
m grass  and  capable  of  producing  any  kind 
of  grain.  The  creek  is  navigable  two  thirds 
of  the  year  and  aft  jrds  a cheap  mode  of  trans- 
port ation. 

The  land  about  Meadville  belongs  to  a 
Holland  company  luiiUr  the  agency  of  .'Ir. 
Hidekooper,  a genteel  liberal  man. 

From  Mea'lville  to  Waterford  (late  l.a  Ilcuf 
from  the  lake  of  that  name)  is  ‘J7.miles.  It  is 
situated  at  the  head  of  French  Creek,  and  is 
likely  to  become  an  impo"tant  post.  It  is  well 
situ.sted  to  supply  th<  w stern  cout:  r wi'b 
arms  and  military  stores.  The  United  States 
have  a large  building  there,  which  was  inten. 
ded  for  a military  store  house,  htit  has  not 
been  since  used.  I believe  it  is  now  occupied 
by  some  individual  at  a small  resit.  From 
Waterford  to  Erie  is  14  miles  over  a turnpike 
road  made  at  the  expense  of  a company  and 
kept  in  pood  order.  Within  eight  miles  of 
Erie  you  ascend  a hill  which  forms  a ridge 
that  surrounds  the  south  side  of  I/ike  Erie, 
from  which  yoti  have  a grand  view  of  that  lake. 
Nothing  can  be  more  beautiful  ; you  then  des- 
cend gradually  to  the  lake  shore,  which  is 
about  30  feet  bank  above  the  level  of  the  water. 
Erie  is  situateil  on  the  bank  of  the  lake,  .pro- 
tected by  a peninsula  3 miles  long  and  about 
.1.4  of  a mile  wile  wide,  whicb  forms  a harbor 
of  nearly  the  same  length,  and  about  1 1-2  or 
2 miles  wide.  The  passage  out  of  this  harbor 
is  extremely  difficult,  being  interlocked  with 
bars,  allowing  a passage  of  seven  feet  water. 
On  the  point  oflhe  peninsula  the  navy  lias  built 
a block-house,  at  prese  it  used  as  an  opdnance 
yard  and  store  house.  On  the  other  shore  the 
war  dapartment  has  two  block  houses,  the  one 
• new  and  elegant  structure,  the  other  built 
by  the  immortal  General  Wayne,  at  the  foot  of 
which  he  was  buried 

The  lake  shore  abounds  in  allnm  ; it  is  fre- 
quently collected  in  considerable  quantities. 
A Hum  is  f oind  to  preserve  the  hum  in  body 
after  interment.  Two  or  three  years  since  it 
v/as  proDoseil  to  remove  the  remains  of  the 
venerable  General  fp-nn  tly*  place  where  he 
was  i' *;-red  'o  nih  veilt.  Upon  open- 

ihg  the  grave  his  body  was  found  entire  and 
the  features  perfect.  The  waters  of  the  lake 
are  said  to  have  been  rising  Ibr  ilie  last  three 
yeop«,  but  certainly  have  risen  iiioia-  eapidiv 
during  the  last  year  \t  present  the  beach 
road  i< overflown,  and  the  waters  are  iiP  to  the 
e<lge  of  the  hank  in  every  direction.  The  rise 
of  water  maybe  esiimaled  at  three  feet  elev.a- 
tion.  To  account  for  it  accurately  is  not  to 
be  expected.  Some  attribute  it  to  bcai-y  snows 
to  the  north,  others  .say  that  the  Indians  have 
a tradition  of  the  periodical  rise  v'.d  fall  of  the 
waters  eve'V  1.5  years.  This  l.i.st  cannot  be 
tested,  because  few  or  none  of  the  present  set. 
tiers  on  the  lake  have  risided  there  more  than 
that  time.  The  shores  of  the  lake  are  but 
thinly  settled  and  the  land  but  indift'ercntly 
cleared 

The  farms  welt  cultivated  are  profitable  in 
stock,  but  little  grain  made  more  than  neces- 
sary for  the  home  consumption. 

In  faking  a view  of  that  country,  late  the 
seat  of  war,  it  is  easy  to  perceive  that  the 
arms  of  the  enemy  W"*e  not  the  greatest  d if- 
ficiiUies  we  h.ad  to  contend  with — it  will  re- 
quire no  argument  nw  to  prove  that  the  com- 
mas 1 of  the  lakes  is  indispensabli  to  asiic- 
r-ssfiil  prosecution  of  any  future  war  on  that 
frontier. 

From  Erie  I went  to  fietroit  by  water.  The 
distance  to  the  Islands  is  160  miles,  from 
thence  to  Detroit  is  50  miles.  The  winds 
prevalent  on  this  lake  arc  from  the  west  as 
well  as  the  ciii-rent;  when  it  shifts  to  the 
easfwa-d  it  produces  foul  weather  and  rough

sm'vith  sea  and  may  always  find  harbor.  We 
did  not  make  Fiit  i’s  hav,  celebrated  for  the 
reception  of  Perry’s  .squadron  after  his  glo. 
eio  is  victorv,  hut  we  had  a fine  view  of  the 
Thr.-e  Sisters  t<lands  where  the  battle  was 
‘ought,  the  middle  one  of  which  received 
Harrison’s  armv  previous  to  its  landing  on  the 
Canada  shore  It  staid  there  three  d ivs  and 
trave  the  enemv  an  opportunity  of  evacn  ding 
Am'iershnrg  and  Malden.*  The  former  is  a 
small  village  sinate.l  a few  miles  vithin  tlie 
River  Ifetroit  protected  by  the  works  a*  Mal- 
den, a military  post  destroyed  by  the  enemy 
previous  to  the  evaeiiatlon.  At  this  time  the 
works  at  '(alden  have  been  replaced  and  keep 
in  check  ali  tlie  iiptier  province,  and  conimand 
effectiiallv  the  entrance  of  the  rivi  r.  When 
it  is  restored  to  its  former  owners  a new  chan- 
nel must  be  found  out  or  our  vessels  will  at 
all  tirnes  be  subject  to  the  insolence  or  cour 
tpsv  o*'  oiir  late  m.i. unanimous  enemy.  The 
Island  of  Bnis  Illane.  situated  opposite  to  and 
oommand'ng  Malden,  forms  a channel  of  200 
variis  wide,  the  present  ship  channel  up  the 
river  Detroit — Crass  Isle  forms  a wide  chan- 
nel (but  rendered  dangerous  by  rocks)  between 
itself  and  Hois  Rl.anc  while  a third,  hot  not 
navigable,  channel  is  formed  between  Crass 
Isle,  and  the  Michigan  shore. 

The  people  in  that  cminti  v (who  depend  on 
the  free  navigation  of  the  t.akes  and  River  for 
their  main  supply  and  regular  communication 
with  the  United  Slates)  feel  an  extreme 
anxiety  about  the  occupation  of  Hois  Blanc 
as  a mili’arv  post,  there  being  but  little  doubt 
of  its  heloniring  to  the  U.  States. 

The  river  at  D -troitis  about  1100  yards 
wide  nearly  opposite  to  Sandwich,  an  insignifi- 
r.an*  village  of  perhaps  250  houses — Detroit 
rather  more  hut  not  much  better.  Both  places 
have  suffered  much  by  ‘he  war— nothing  can 
exceed  the  beauty  of  the  river  Detroit,  the 
banks  gn  hpih  sides  form  an  elevation  of  from 
12  to  20  feet  nearly  equal,  and  afford  the  most 
picturesque  scenery.  l.ake  Sinclair  is  only 
shut  from  the  nrospect  by  the  intervention  of 
a small  island  just  at  the  haad  of  the  river. 

On  tlie  "th  of  May  1 .arrived  at  Detroit;  an 
loilian  Council  was  then  in  session,  held  by 
that  excellent  and  intelligent  officer  Lieut. 
Cov.  Woodhridge, — I was  present  at  an  expla- 
nalerv  spe“ch  made  hv  the  Governor  in  answer 
to  one  msile  by  the  Indians  the  preccsling  day. 
The  Governor  used  a bold  and  energetic  lan- 
guage; hctnld  them  the  truth,  that  they  had 
been  fa^Mess  and  n-rfidioiis,  that  the  United 
Sra’cs  ^either  wished  liir  war  or  feared  it. 
T'lrv  made  replv  to  the  Governor  sensible  and 
lirrtir.ent,  comolainedof  the  white  people,  that 
their  great  I'a'lier  the  r'-esulent  they  knew-  was 
their  friend,  hut  that  his  .age.iUs  meaning  the 
tradeis,  imposed  on  them  and  him  too — that 

• ' his  sentence  implies  a censure  on  general 
ll.rris.m  vhieh  the  editor  knows  to  b" 
undeserved. — I'lie  geoerai's  means  of  transpur- 
tetioii  weri'  insiifticient,  wlieilicr  we  coitsider 
the  object  in  view  or  the  forces  and  stores  to 
be  traiiapotleil  ; and  from  this  cause  principal- 
ly the  delay  was  occasion'd  : Resides,  the 

armv  was  d<  taine.l  on  the -Middle  Sister  one' 
whole  dav  by  1,  gli  winds  — Ooz.  JCJitor. 


their  lamls  were  Uken  from  them,  and  under 
color  of  treaties  to  whicli  th,;  nations  were  not 
made  parties,  that  the  agents  of  the  U.  States 
de.'dt  wiili  Indiacs  for  the  futrehase  of  those 
lands  who  were  not  authorised  by  the  natiim 
to  sell  them.  The  Orators  were  Vaiigeesais, 
a I’otowatime,  and  .Maiskeeman  an  flttaway, 
both  of  whom  had  taken  an  active  part  in  the 
war  against  the  United  States-  There  were 
many  Chiefs  present  of  considerable  note  who 
hail  been  ho-tile  and  many  who  had  continued 
friendly.  Those  who  were  friendly  had  hut 
little  to  say  to  those  who  were  not — Fear  is 
the  onl)  cord  that  can  bind  the  Indians  to  the 
Uiiitetl  States.  The  surrender  of  Mackinaw 
an.i  the  establishmentof  a block-house  at  the 
head  of  Saganaw  and  one  at  the  head  of  Green 
Bay  with  the  re-establishment  ofChicago,  call- 
ed Fort  Dearborn,  and  a block-house  at  the 
old  Fort  St.  .loseph’s  on  the  river  of  that  name, 
will  tftectmdly  curb  the  hostilities  of  all  the 
Indians  in  the  Micliigan  territory. 

Since  the  war  a Fort  has  been  built  at  the 
entrance  into  Huron,  called  Fort  Gratiot, 
which  is  deemed  a very  important  check  upon 
the  Indians,  and  will  as  well  as  Mackinaw 
command  the  navigation  oflhe  upper  lakes. 

On  my  return  from  De'roil  I visited  Buffa 
lo,  90  miles  from  Erie,  .and  the  falls  of  Niagara 
— we  desccndi  <1  the  river  in  an  open  boat ; 
passed  in  iiiir  route  Fort  Erie  and  Black  Rock 
commanding  the  entrance  into  '.he  river  from 
the  opposite  shores  Fort  F,rie  is  a heap  of 
ruins,  but  now  undergoing  some  repairs.  Mv 
mind  was  forcibly  impressed  by  the  scene  be- 
fore me  with  the  genius  oflhe  two  nations. 

On  the  .American  shore  all  was  active  indus- 
try in  replacing  and  repairing  the  ravages  of 
the  war  and  as  much  .as  possible  effacing 
its  effects — troops  dishan.ling,  entrenchments 
levelling  and  every  preparations  making  for 
cropping.  On  the  Lake  every  tiling  that  can 
float  fitting  out  for  transporting  produce, 
goods,  &o  to  all  piu'ts  of  the  shores — while  the 
.American  navy  were  gradually  preparing  to 
be  iinmerted  in  tli.  se  waters  over  which  they 
had  so  long  sailed  triumphant. 

On  the  other  shore,  all  was  activity  and  bus- 
tle-troops marching,  military  works  repair- 
I ing,  all  the  ve.ssels  belonging  to  the  navy, 

I which  during  the  war  had  been  hauled  into 
I creeks,  were  fitted  out  ready  to  transport  im- 
1 meiise  supplies  of  military  stores  and  ordnance 
j to  the  upper  provinces-  Officers  on  their  way 
I tiT  select  naval  and  militarydepots,  and  secur- 
ing the  a-aters  of  those  lakes — and  yet,  with 
all  this  preparation  in  a few  years,  and  our  ti.a- 
tion  stihll  will  it,  the  British  power  in  that 
I country  can  be  annihilated.  From  Buffalo  to 
; Ki.agara  fo/t,  you  could  trace  the  footsteps  nf 
I an  incendiaiy  foe,  not  by  the  standing  ruins  ot 
tlie  burnt  houses,  but  by  the  new  houses  and 
[villages  every  where  rising  like  peoenix  from 
: their  aslie.s.  While  on  the  other  shore,  every 
I thing  vi-as  paralized  by  the  influence  of  a mi- 
litary government-  From  Fort  Erie  to  Grand 
Isle,  the  country  is  an  open  common — below 
that  there  is  an  appearance  of cropping.  None 
of  the  houses  were  burnt,  altiumgh  in  occupa- 
tion of  the  .American  taoops,  between  Grand 
(sle  and  Queenstown,  a distance  of  at  least  18 
miles.  On  Clieet’s  farm  a naval  depot  has  been 
establisik-d.  On  the  1st  of  .lune,  the  Somers 
and  Ohio  were  lying  there  loaded  with  goods, 
on  the  British  government’s  account,  for  the 
upper  lakes. 

Two  vessels  were  building  there  159  tors 
each,  and  a great  quantity  .>f  hands  employed 
Timber  is  procured  from  Navy  island,  just  op- 
posite. This  island  is  supposed  to  belong  to 
the  U.  States. 

We  landed  at  a house  owned  by  an  .American 
emigrant.  He  had  been  embodied  in  the  king’s 
militia,  during  the  war,  and  was  taken  pri 
snner-  He  had  just  returned,  and  was  getting 
his  farm  in  order,  He  seemed  under  great 
constraint,  as  an  English  officer  was  present. 

We  soon  approached  Chippeway  creek, 
about  three-quarters  of  a mile  from  the  falls. 
This  is  a military  post  of  such  celebrity,  that 
we  approached  it  with  great  interest  It  is  the 
field  that  gave  us  knowledge  of  a Brown,  a 
Ripley  and  a Scott  The  river  becomes  very 
rapid  here,  and  we  put  into  the  creek  in  the 
midst  of  fortifications,  and  surrounded  by  Bri- 
tish soldiers,  &c. 

The  officers  received  us  politely  and  friend- 
ly, invited  ns  to  partake  of  their  dinner,  and 
afforded  us  every  refreshment.  An  inibank- 
ment  is  thrown  up  on  the  north  side  of  the 
creek,  as  well  as  surrounding  the  place  with  a 
bank  and  ditch  on  the  other  three  sides.  A 
few  cannon  were  planted  at  different  angles  of 
the  work,  with  a blockhouse  two  stories  high, 
and  some  store  houses  formed  the  principal 
public  buildings  in  the  plaae.  The  place  other 
than  the  public  buildings,  contained  but  a few 
houses,  to  which  the  inhabitants  were  return- 
ing. It  is  the  place  of  depot  for  the  pirrtage 
from  Queenstown  to  tlie  waters  of  Lake  Erie. 
The  rise  of  tlie  waters  of  Lake  Erie  does  not 
alter  the  wild  aspect  of  the  Rapids,  or  increase 
the  grandeur  and  sublimity  of  the  falls  of  Nia- 
gara. The  British  officers  expressed  much 
aatisfactioa  at  the  peace  with  the  U.  States, 
and  the  prospect  of  a war  on  the  continent. — 
They  say  the  war  in  America  produced  them 
neither  profit  nor  pleasure — that  they  were 
exiled  from  all  amusements,  and  had  nothing 
but  hard  fighting.  Several  regiments  were 
marching  to  Fort  George,  expecting  to  embark 
to  go  out  of  the  country.  The  inhabitants 
were  much  dissatisfied  with  the  termination  of 
the  war,  before  they  heard  of  Bonaparte’s  re- 
turn to  France.  At  Queenstown  some  build- 
ings were  repairing,  but  they  were  indebted 
to  the  .American  shore  for  lumber  and  work- 
meii— yet  so  embittered  were  the  minds  oflhe 
people  against  the  Americans,  that  they  could 
not  restrain  their  abuse  of  the  Yankees,  as  they 

call  IIS. 

The  waters  of  the  rH-er  below  the  falls  are 
as  high  as  they  are  above,  and  tlie  current  very 
rapid.  Lewistown  is  improving  fast,  and  lias 
more  houses  now  than  it  had  before  the  war. 
That  part  of  the  slate  of  New  York  bordering 
on  the  waters  of  the  Niagara,  and  between 
Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario,  is  destined  in  a few 
years  to  be  a very  important  serlion  of  that 
slate.  The  lands  belonging  to  the  old  Hol- 
land Company  are  rapidly  settling,  and  ate 
managed  with  a liberality ’ that  does  honor  lo 
tiK  agent,  .Mr.  F.lliou, 

There  is  a ridge  forming  the  best  rna«l  in 
llie  United  States,  that  runs  eighty  milet 
Ili-oiigli  the  country,  from  Lewistown  loCan- 
ai'daigua,  in  the  heart  of  the  state,  and  per- 
haps tlie  greatest  natural  curiosity  in  the  conn, 
try.  It  is  ahaut  50  feet  wide,  declining  on 
both  sides,  and  forms  the  most  perfect  turn 
pike — and  yet,  with  such  a road  before  him, 
did  General  Iz.ard  march  the  American  troops 
to  Batavia,  and  from  thence  to  Lewistown,  to 
the  astoniahment  nfall  New- York.  In  expres- 
sing  our  s.irpris-  at  this  fact,  in  varli  u<  places, 

liie  reply  was — “ we  cannot  account  for  it 

no  doubt  the  general  acted  under  the  orders  of 
the  War  Department.” 

The.  rise  nf  the  waters  makes  the  pas- 
sage  trom  !Viicliigan  into  Lake  Krie  very 
easy.  Canoes  pass  without  unloading  at 
he  tisual  portages.  Twentv  canoes  ar- 
r vec!  at  Detroit  in  .May,  Iroin  Green  bay, 


who  had  coasted  the  sliores  of  Lake  Mi- 
chigan with  sugars  aud  peltry.  They 
reported  tlic  news  of  peace  having  been 
received,  which  had  greatly  dissatisfied 
the  Indians  with  the  British,  who  had 
told  them,  that  the  peace  was  only  bnaet 
Aiff/i,  that  they  must  hold  fast  the  hatch- 
et and  that  their  great  lather  the  K.ing, 
would  soon  assist  and  provide  for  them. 
A great  many  Indians  were  at  Detroit, 
as  well  to  attend  the  council  as  to  trade  ; 
they  were  well  treated  by  the  government 
and  were  allowed  to  draw  rations  from 
the  army  contracior — a Medal  chief  had 
died  during  the  war,  who  he<iuea  lied  his 
honors  to  his  grand-son,  a fine  looking 
young  man. about  23  years  old — the  hon- 
or was  conferred  on  him  in  full  assembly 
of  the  cliiefs.  His  father  was  present, 
and  not  being  a chief,  proves  that  Indian 
honors  are  not  hereditary— the  ceremony 
was  impressive. 

Letter  of  Marshal  the  Prhire  of  Moskioa^ 

to  III*  Excetteney  the  Duke  of  Otranto. 

Monsieur  Duke — The  most  dclama- 
lory  and  the  most  lying  rumours  have 
been  circulated  for  some  days  among  the 
public,  upon  my  conduct  in  tliis  sliort  and 
disastrous  campaign.  The  public  jour- 
nals repeat  them,  and  seem  to  give  credit 
to  ll'c  niost  odious  calumny.  After  hav- 
ing fought  for  25years,  and  shed  my  blood 
for  the  glory  and  independence  of  my 
country,  they  dare  lo  accuse  me  of  trea- 
son ! -Me  it  is,  whom  they  point  out  to  the 
people, and  even  tlie  army,  as  the  author 
of  the  disaster  which  it  has  just  encoun- 
tered. 

Cu-tliK-.IIcd  'o  break  silence,  for  if  it  is 
always  painful  to  speak  of  one’s  self,  it  is 
more  especially  so  wiicn  one  has  lo  repel 
calumny;  I address  myself  to  you  M. 
Duke,  as  President  of  the  Provisionary 
Oovernineni,  to  give  you  a faithful  expo- 
sition of  events,  of  which  I have  been  a 
witness. 

On  the  I nil  June,  I received  an  order 
from  the  Minister  of  War  to  repair  to  the 
imperial  quarters.  I had  held  no  com- 
mand, nor  liad  I any  information  upon  the 
composition  and  lorce  oflhe  army.  Nei- 
ther the  Kmperor  nor  the  Minister  had 
previously  said  any  thing  to  me  which 
could  lead  me  to  expect  that  I should  he 
employed  in  this  caniputgn.  I was  con- 
sequently taken  at  unawares,  without 
horses,  without  equipage,  without  money, 
and  I was  obliged  to  borrow  to  enable  me 
to  repair  to  my  destination.  Arrived  on 
the  12th  at  Laon,  on  the  I3ih  at  Avesnrs, 
and  on  the  14th  at  Beaumont,  I purchased 
in  the  last  named  town  of  the  Duke  of 
Treviso,  two  horses,  with  which  I repair- 
ed on  the  15th  to  Charlcroy,  accompanied 
by  my  first  .Ad-de-camp,  the  only  officer 
whom  I had  near  me.  I arrived  at  the 
moment  wlu-n  the  enemy,  attacked  by  our 
light  troops,  fell  back  upon  Fleurus  and 
Ciossclics. 

The  Emperor  ordered  me  immediately 
to  put  myself  at  the  head  of  the  1st  and 
2d  corps  os  infantry,  commanded  by  the 
Lieut.  Gens.  d'Krlon  and  Rcille,  of  the  di- 
vision of  light  cavalry  of  the  guard  under 
the  orders  of  the  Lieut.  Gens.  Lefebvre 
Desnouettes  and  Colbert,  and  of  two  di- 
visions of  cavalry  of  Count  Valmy,  and 
which  fomied  eight  divisions  of  infantry 
and  four  of  cavalry.  With  these  troops, 
of  wliom  meanwhile  1 never  had  but  a 
part  under  my  command,  I repulsed  the 
enemy,  and  obliged  him  to  evacuate  Gos- 
selics,  I'rasnc,  Mallet,  and  Hoppignie. 
There  they  took  posi'ion  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  1st  corps,  which  was  yet  at 
Mai-ciennes,  and  which  joined  me  the 
next  day. 

On  the  16th  I received  an  order  to  at- 
tack the  English  in  their  position  ol  Qua- 
tre  Bras.  We  marched  upon  the  enemy 
with  an  enthusiasm  difficult  to  be  do- 
scribed  ; nothing  resisfed  our  impetuosi- 
ty ; the  battle  became  general  and  the 
victory  was  not  doubtful,  when,  in  the 
moment  in  which  I was  about  to  advance 
the  1st  corps  of  infantry,  which  until  then 
had  been  left  by  me  in  reserve  at  Frasiie, 
1 learned  that  the  emperor  had  disposed 
of  it  without  informing  me,  as  well  as  the 
division  of  Gerard  of  the  2d  corps,  lo  di- 
rect them  upon  St.  Amand  and  supiiort 
his  left  wing  which  was  severely  engaged 
against  the  Prussians. 

The  blow  which  this  news  gave  me  was 
terrible.  Not  having  under  my  direction 
more  than  three  divisions  instead  of  eight, 
on  which  I calculated,  I was  obliged  lo 
suffer  victory  to  escape,  and  in  spite  of 
my  efforts,  and  in  spite  of  the  bravery  and 
devotediiess  of  the  troops,  I could  do  no- 
thing more  than  preserve  my  position  to 
the  end  of  the  day.  Near  9 o’clock  in  the 
evening  the  1st  corps  was  sent  back  to 
me  by  the  F'mperor,  for  which  he  had  no 
use.  Thus,  25  or  30,000  men  were,  so  to 
speak,  paralized,  and  had  been  marched 
about  during  the  whole  battle  with  arms 
in  their  hands  fiom  the  left  to  the  right, 
and  from  the  right  to  the  left,  without  fir- 
ing a gun. 

It  is  impossible  to  avoid  suspending  for 
a moment  these  details, to  remark  to  you 
M.  Duke,  all  the  consequences  of  this 
false  movement,  and  in  general  of  Hie  bad 
dispositions  made  during  the  day. 

By  what  fatality,  for  example,  did  the 
Emperor,  instead  of  bringing  all  his  force 
against  Lord  Wellington,  who  might  have 
been  attacked  by  surprise,  and  was  not 
equal  in  force,  re«ard  tliis  attack  as  secon- 
dary. IIow  could  the  Emperor,  after  the 
passage  of  tlie  Sambre,  conceive  the  pos- 
sibility of  giving  two  liattlcs  in  one  day  ? 
That  nsvcriheless  took  place,  against 
forces  double  our  numbers,  and  this,  mili- 
tary men  who  saw  it,  have  been  unable  lo 
comprehend. 

Instead  of  this,  if  he  had  left  n corps  of 
observation  lo  restr.iin  the  Prussians,  and 


marcUing  wiUi  bis  s.!roii;.ffst  masses  to 
support  me,  the  English  army  would  have 
been  uiulouhltdiy  destroyed  belwetn 
Qiiatrc  Bras  and  Genappe  ; and  this  po- 
sition which  separated  the  two  allied  ar- 
mies once  in  our  power,  would  have  given 
the  Einioeror  the  facility  ol  api*voachiiig 
the  right  of  the  Frusbians,  and  crushing 
them  in  their  turn.  The  general  hpinioii 
in  trance, and  especially  in  the  army  wa= 
that  the  Emperor  wished  only  to  dcsiioy 
the  Biiiish  army,  and  the  circutiistanceb 
were  favorable  lor  that,  but  the  dcsiinitb 
ordered  it  otherwise. 

On  the  17th,  the  array  marched  in  the 
direction  of  .Mount  St.  John. 

Oiithc  ISihtlic battle  commenced  about 
one  o’clock,  and  altliough  tlie  bulletii 
which  gives  tlie  recital  of  it  makes  no 
mention  of  me,  there  is  no  need  cf  my 
affirming  that  I was  present. 

Lieut.  Ocn.  Count  Drouet  has  already 
spoken  of  this  battle  in  ihe  House  ol 
Peers.,  His  narrative  is  exact  with  the 
exception  only  of  some  important  parts, 
on  wiiicli  ho  was  eiihersileiii  or  ignorant, 
and  which  I ought  to  make  known.  A- 
boul  7 o'clock  in  the  evening,  after  the 
most  frtghdiil  carnage  I had  ever  seen. 
General  Lahadoycrc  came  to  infirm  me 
from  tlie  tmpcior,  that  Marshal  Grouchy 
had  arrived  on  our  right  and  had  allarkeil 
the  Icfi  of  the  English  and  Pi  ussians  unit- 
ed. Fiiis  General  officer  proceeding  along 
the  line  spread  this  news  among  the  sol- 
diers, whose  courage  and  devotediiess  was 
always  the  same,  and  who  gave  new  proofs 
of  it  at  this  moment,  notwithstanding  itr 
fatigue  with  which  they  were  cxbausiec! 
In  the  mean  time,  what  was  my  astonish- 
ment, I ought  to  say  my  indignation,  when 
I learned  some  moments  after  that  Mar- 
shal Grouchy  had  not  arrived  to  our  sup- 
port, as  it  had  just  been  assured  to  tie 
whole  army,  but  that  40  or  50,000  Prus- 
sians attacked  our  extreme  riglii  and  for 
ced  it  lo  fall  back. — Whcibcr  the  Em 
peror  wa'S  deceived  upon  the  momen 
when  Marshal  Giouchy  might  arrive  n 
support  him, or  whether  the  march  of  ll  > 
Marshal  had  been  more  retarded  than  hae 
been  anticipated  by  the  efforts  of  theenr- 
my,  the  fact  is,  that  at  the  moment  wliei 
his  arrival  was  announced  to  us,  he  was 
only  near  Wavre  upon  the  Dale;  that  is, 
lor  us,  as  if  he  had  been  at  a hundred 
leagues  distance  from  our  field  of  battle 

A short  time  after  I saw  arrive  foiu 
regiments  of  the  middle  guard,  conducted 
by  the  Emperor  in  person,  who  wished 
with  these  troops  to  renew  the  attack, 
and  penetrate  the  centre  of  tlie  enemy. 
He  ordered  me  to  march  at  their  head 
with  Gen.  Lavant.  Generals,  officers,  sol- 
diers, all  shewed  the  greatest  intrepidi'y, 
but  this  corps  of  troops  was  too  weak  to 
be  able  to  resist  a long  time  the  forces 
that  the  enemy  opposed  to  them,  and  it 
was  soon  necessary  to  renounce  the  hope 
which  for  some  moments,  this  attack  had 
given. 

Gen.  Friant  was  struck  by  a ball  at  my 
side.  1 had  my  horse  killed,  and  was 
thrown  under  him.  The  brave  men,  who 
will  return  from  this  terrible  affair,  wiil 
render  me  the  justice,  I hope  ot  saying, 
that  they  saw  me  on  foot, sword  in  hand, 
the  whole  evening,  and  that  I quitted  not 
the  scene  of  caniage,  but  one  of  the  last, 
and  at  the  moment  when  retreat  was  ne- 
cessary. 

Meantime  the  Prussians  continued 
their  offensive  movements,  and  our  right 
sensibly  fell  back.  The  English  in  their 
turn  advanced.  There  remained  to  us  yet 
four  squares  of  the  old  guards,  placed  ad- 
vantageously for  protecting  the  retreat. 
Those  brave  grenadiers,  the  elite  of  the 
army,  successively  forced  to  fall  back,  on- 
ly vieldcd  the  ground  fjot  by  foot,  until 
Rii.'.My  overwhelmed  hv  r.umbers,  they 
were  almost  entirely  des'royed.  From 
that  moment  the  retrograde  movement 
was  ordered,  and  the  army  formed  but  a 
contused  column.  There  was  not  heard, 
however,  in  the  route,  the  cry  of  .tave 
himself  who  can,  witii  which  the  army  has 
been  calumniated  in  the  hiilletin.  As  to 
myself,  constantly  in  the  rear  guard, 
which  I followed  on  foot,  having  had  all 
my  horses  killed,  exhausted  with  fatigue, 
covered  with  bruises,  and  having  no  lon- 
ger strength  to  march,  I owe  ray  life  to  a 
corporal  of  the  guard,  who  supported  me 
in  my  march,  anil  did  not  abandon  me  dur- 
ing the  retreat. 

Towards  11  o’cioiA  in  the  evening,  I 
found  Lieut.  Gen.  Lefebre  Desnouettes, 
and  Major  Smidt,  one  of  his  officers,  had 
the  genercieity  to  give  me  the  only  horse 
that  he  had  remaining.  Thus  I arrived  at 
Marciennes  au  Pont,  at  four  in  the  morn- 
ing, alone,  without  officers,  ignorant  of 
what  had  become  of  the  Emperor,  whom 
some  time  before  the  end  of  the  battle  I 
had  entirely  lost  sight  of,  and  whom  I be- 
lieved to  be  taken  or  slain Gen.  Pam- 

phylc  Lacroix,  chief  of  the  etat  major  of 
the  2d  corps,  whom  I found  in  that  city, 
told  me  that  the  Emperor  was  at  Cam 
bray.  I supposed  that  the  Era|>eror  would 
put  me  at  the  head  of  the  corps  of  Mar- 
shal Grouchy,  to  cover  the  Sambre,  and 
to  facilitate  the  means  of  the  troops  rally- 
ing towards  Avesnes,  and  in  that  persua- 
sion I repaired  to  Beaumont.  But  some 
parlies  of  cavalry  following  us  very  near, 
and  having  already  intercepted  the  road 
of  Mauberge  and  Pliillippeville,  I per- 
ceived the  total  impossibility  of  stopping 
a single  soldier  at  that  point,  and  of  mak- 
ing any  opposition  to  the  progress  of  a 
victorious  army.  I continued  my  progress 
upon  Avesnes,  where  1 could  not  obtain 
any  information  of  what  had  become  of  the 
Emperor. 

In  Ibis  state  of  things,  obtaining  no 
news  of  his  Majesty  or  of  the  Major- 
General,  the  disorder  increasing  every 
moment,  and  with  the  exceptions  of  some 


regiments  of  die  guard  and  rhe  lirtj,  eve- 
ly  one  marching  at  pleasure,  I determin- 
ed to  repair  lo  Paris  by  Si.  Quentin,  tr> 
make  kiio  .m  as  pi  o'mpily  as  possible  to 
:lie  minister  of  war,  the  true  state  of  af- 
fairs, so  that  he  might  at  least,  sent  lo 
meet  ilie  army  some  new  troops,  a. id  take 
inuiiediately  the  lacasures  whicb  circum- 
stances leiidcred  necessary.  On  my  ar- 
I'i.al  at  Bourget,  three  leagues  fion,  Paris, 

I learned  that  the  Emperor  had  passed 
there  at  nine  o'rlock  in  the  morning.

Now  I demand  of  those  who  have  sur- 
vived of  ti;i.s  beauiilul  and  numerous  ar- 
my, in  wlvu  manner  I can  be  accused  of 
tlie  disaster  of  which  our  military  annals 
afford  no  parallel.

circumstances,  by  any  presumption 

Vl'hence  then  can  these  odious  rumours 
proceed,  which  are  all  at  once  ciiciilatct^ 
with  a frightful  rapidity  ? If  in  my  inqui- 
ries on  this  subject,  I did  not  fear  almost 
as  much  lo  discover,  as  to  conceal  the 
luth,  I sbouid  declare,  that  every  thing 
. ompels  me  lo  the  belief,  thnt  I have  been 
sliaiiKitilly  deceived,  and  it  is  attempted 
to  envelope  in  the  veil  of  treason,  the  faults 
.ind  extravaganetes  of  this  campaign 
faults  which  care  was  taken  not  to  ac- 
knowledge  in  the  bulletins,  which  have 
.•ppeared,  and  against  which  I have  use- 
lessly disclosed  wiili  the  accents  of  truth, 
w'I'.at  1 have  just  decbired  in  the  House 
of  Peers.
